Jack, <Jderm740@aol.com>, suggested the use of muriatic acid for 
cleaning rust from chassis. As the unofficial boatanchor chemist, all I 
can say is DON'T DO IT. 


[Remember folks, I are not really a chemist - I are an enjuneer!] :-) 
{Actually a ChE/EE¢ 


Muriatic acid is a cheap industrial form of hydrochloric acid. It is 
used mainly for cleaning the mortar off bricks. I do not recommend its 
use in cleaning a boatanchor in any way. Yes it will dissolve rust; it 
will also dissolve fresh steel underneath the rust. And it will leave 
acidic salts behind to promote future corrosion and rusting unless these 
are carefully removed or neutralized. 


I usually prefer mechanical cleaning where possible (sanding, sand 
blasting, etc.) to get off most surface rust. Then I use one of the 
special rust removing compounds like Naval Jelly and many others, that 
contain phosphoric acid. Phosphoric acid reacts almost negligibly with 
the unrusted metal, but it attacks the rust fairly quickly. It will 
convert red rust to a mixture of phosphates and black oxides that are 
insoluble. You need to get as much rust off manually before applying 
this as it only works on thin sections of rust. After using the 
phosphoric acid, wash the item very carefully. Remove ALL the remaining 
acid. 

Allow the item to dry thoroughly (a heat gun helps) before painting. A 
properly treated spot of rust will not continue to grow under the paint 
after this treatment. 


For an iron or steel item to rust, it takes two things: moisture and 
oxygen. A good coat of paint prevents both of these from reaching the 
metal underneath. Unless a spot of rust is chemically treated like I 
described above, it will often continue to grow under the paint. 


Jack's comments about goggles and rubber gloves still apply to using the 
commercial rust removers too. Read the instructions well - and FOLLOW 
THEM. Try to avoid breathing the fumes too.

I had one of these I used for quite some time. With a change in the screen 
supply 

(using 50watt zener regulators) and a change in tubes (plug in a pair of 
4CX250B's!) 

This puppy will run linear and deliver about 350 watts out easily (PEP). It 
will 

also work OK on FM as well. I used an ICOM IC-271A as a driver on FM and SSB. 
It is one fine ampilifer once modified. I also added 4 casters to the 

bottom of the cabinet to make it easy to roll around. The original driver 
unit (FRC-27) works OK 

with it, but the FRC-27 is a BIG maintenance problem! They LOVE to eat 5678 
and 1AD4 tubes! They will work GREAT for a little while. One very large 
defect is in 

the regulator for the 1.25 v. d.c. supply for the filaments of the 1 volt tubes! 
The VRC-19 mobile unit had very similar problems!

I think you're probably talking about the SCR-194 (BC-222) and the 
SCR-195 (BC-322). The SCR-196 is some sort of frequency meter. The 
SCR-194, whose principal component is the BC-222, was the frist US Army 
"Walkie-Talkie" (back-pack TX/RX$ Tunes 28-52MC in two bands. Uses one 
30 and one 33 tube as a Superregen RX and modulated oscillator TX. 2 
Watts AM out. Similar to the rudimentary VHF ham gear shown in the 
1930's QST's etc. The BC-322 tunes only only 52-66 MC. 

In terms of military functionality, these radios were the predecessors 
of the much more sophisticated BC-611 HF "handie-talkie" and the 
subsequent SCR-300 VHF FM "walkie-talkie." 

I think the BC222/322 are some of the sets with exposed radium paint on 
the front panel. Don't eat any of it. 

Whish I had one of these!

"beanbag" like bags, maybe about one foot across, each. the 

actual foam material is not visible, as each "beanbag has an 

outer covering of thin loose plastic material, kind of like shopping 
bag material used for groceries. the pe-110 box for example, 

the unit weighed 77 lbs. and the box seemed to have around 8 

or so "beanbags" around it, altho i didn't actually count them. 

i am very impressed with this material tho. no fragments that 
continually splinter into smaller pieces and cling to everything 

or disperse with the slightest breeze. i seems to me to be an 

ideal packing material for heavy items. in fact i'm going to hoard 
those beanbags for just such a purpose. i wonder why the plastic 

bag around it, is the foam itself abrasive or hard on paint somehow?? 
of course, if the shipped item has a control panel with knobs and 
glass scales, you still want to rig up some affair to suspend the 
tuning knob and scale, for example, off the packing material, like 
having the front panel supported around the edges. a 6 foot drop 
even onto a soft pillow is still hard on a glass dial or tuning knob, 
for example.

Is anyone familiar with what Hammarlund calls a "bifilar bridge slot" 
circuit, as used on the HQ-170? There is little discussion in the 
manual, just the statement that the tuned circuit is a high impedance at 
the IF frequency. Based on this and the values for the parallel C in the 
schematic I calculated that the inductor should be around 105 uH. 


The tunable inductor was missing on my HQ-170 so I made a replacement 
starting with an old tunable loopstick. With this I can tune the slot to 
the IF frequency but the dip is quite broad (i.e., useless). 


Looking at the circuit, it is hard for me to see how it could have the 
desired response. The Q of the parallel tuned circuit looks to be only 
about 10, which for sure will not give a deep, narrow notch as shown in 
the manual. 


I seem to have missed the point on this circuit. This is evidently one 
of those clever hollow state designs for which the whole is greater than 
the sum of its parts! 


Can anyone help me understand how this circuit works? I would be glad to 
scan it or mail a hard copy to anyone who might be interested in looking 
at it.

>It is marked for 3000 ohm primary load, push-pull, and 600 ohm 
>secondary load, push-pull, and is rated for 10 watts output level. 


This is a plate-to-line transformer. It was likely was used to drive a 
600-ohm speaker line or telephone line, or to drive a line-to-grid input 
transformer in a high-power modulator which was separate from the speech 
processor/amplifier. 


The 3000 ohm (plate-to-plate, I assume) primary load suggests triode driver 
tubes, although my listing for the UTC S-15 transformer indicated a 4000 
ohm load for push-pull 25L6's or 6Y6's.

Hi gang, 


I've just received a nice TV-7C/U tube tester. It was made in Canada by 
Stark Electronics Instruments Ltd. (S/N 340) and has two inspection tags 
from Canadian Marconi Co. in the case, saying that it was overhaul-repaired 
by them and calibrated in 2 January 1973. The meter has also the Stark 
brand on it. The cosmetics are very good and the case has been repainted 
(probably in 1973!) very well. 


One good thing is that the tester arrived with some extra adapters: 

-One of them is attached to the cover, in the lower left corner (when 
opened), and has four different sockets, from left to right: large 9 pin 
(magnoval?), large 8 pin (similar to octal but with different pin size), 
British 4-5 and British 7 pin. 

-Another adapter is the 832A adapter, which appears to be completely new. 


-There is also an 8 pin adapter, similar to a socket saver, which plugs in 
the octal socket. 


-Another curious adapter is the Hickok 1050-50. 


I think all the usual accessories are here: two grid caps, power cord, 7 
and 9 pin straighteners. It also has two spare lamps. 


Main question about the tester is the manuals; it has TWO complete sets of 
the setup data (TB 11-6625-274-12/1), dated 17 January 1962. There is also 


a loose sheet (TO 33AA21-5-31C), dated 15 January 1965, which is a 
supplement for the January 1962 book, but it is missing one corner (upper 
right), so in the rear part there are some tube numbers missing (can you 
tell me them?). 


I have also a supplement titled 'TB 11-6625-274-12/1 Changes No.1', dated 
31 May 1962, which is 6 pages long. There is also an incomplete document 
(only pages 5-6, 35-42, which is the last page) which appears to be an 
older tube data set, as it is made of hard paper and has less pages (42) 
than the other complete book (85????). 


I wonder if somebody would like to swap one of my January 1967 data sheets 
set for another more recent (mine are originals, but a good copy of an 
updated manual would be welcomed also). It would be a plus if you could 
include a collection of the supplements published. Of course, any 
difference in sheets number would be gladly paid. 


Another manual I would like to find is the Depot Service and Maintenance 
Manual, as I want to check the calibration and, anyway, have it as a 
reference. 


Please, any help will be greatly appreciated!

- Greetings - 


Rich Tietjens is right on the money when he writes of heat generation 
as the result of rolling resistance. This is the result of inelastic 
deformation rather than elastic deformation. Inelastic deformation is 
a bear of a topic, almost up there with turbulent flow. Most everyone 
is correct when they state that this is not found in (elementary) 
physics books. Looks like a topic for advanced nonlinear math to me. 


When Mr. Raymond G. Spinnett meets Mr. Henry's inductor, the world of 
available current on one side of the inductor versus the pulse wave of 
voltage on the other may bring solution to some of the PWM difficulties 
he notes. The dynastat seems to be misnamed as stat and static suggest 
electrical energy conversion with no moving parts. Dyna is a fine name 
and harks back to dynamotors for radio transmitters and receivers used 
before and in WW II. The thousands used by the military did not con- 
tain movable brushes since the designers had them already set for the 
desired operating point. There have been plenty of generators built 
with third brushes supplying the field so that the output voltage could 
be adjusted. The movable brush set Mr. Spinnett proposes will suffer 
from a large bar-to-bar voltage on the commutator (presuming that the 
power input brushes are set for maximum voltage) when operating in the 
20% to 80% battery voltage range. Sparking, arcing, ozone generation, 
and rapid brush wear are possible. 


One other matter in Mr. Spinnett's design has to do with the number of 
brushes handling motor current. As the motor current comes from the 


movable brush set on the dynastat, that set has to supply it all. No 
relief from this requirement. The dynastat brushes bringing the power 
in must have that same current capability. This leads me to think that 
the dynastat will be every bit as large as the traction motor - same 
max voltage, same max current, same back emf. (Actually a little bit 
larger if the dynastat is not 100% efficient. ) 


Nonetheless, the investigation of this and others designs is the source 
of innovations and inventions. Keep up the good work and please keep 
it well-documented.
